In  presenting  the  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Hospitals, 
Houses  of  Refuge,  Orphans’  Homes,  Homes  for  Incurables,  Convalescent 
Homes  and  Magdalen  Asylums  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1905, 
I have  to  state  that  there  are  at  present  in  Ontario  : 

60  Hospitals. 

35  Refuges. 

32  Orphanages. 

3 Homes  for  Incurables. 

2 Convalescent  Homes. 

2 Magdalen  Asylums. 

The  above  have,  during  the  year,  received  Government  aid  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  Charity  Aid  Act.  Official  visits  of  inspection 
have  been  made  to  each  institution.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  subscriptions  and  donations  (not  count- 
ing the  special  subscriptions  for  the  new  hospital  in  Toronto)  have  been  much 
more  liberal  than  in  former  years.  The  hospital  spirit  has  been  manifest 
in  nearly  every  part  of  the  Province. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  progress  and  improvement 
in  the  hospitals  of  Ontario.  This  is  specially  marked  in  the  increased 
expenditures  which  have  been  made  in  providing  for  better  equipment,  and 
it  has  been  gratifving  to  notice  the  kindly  spirit  in  which  suggestions  for 
improvements  have  been  received.  Civic  pride  and  local  philantrophy  have 
gone  hand  in  hand  in  the  matter  of  hospital  progress  and  the  sixty  public 
hospitals  in  all  parts  of  Ontario,  to-day  are  indicative  of  a social  and  humani- 
tarian movement  that  may  well  be  encouraged.  The  sick  are  ever  with  us, 
and  provision  for  the  needy  sick  must  always  remain  a question  of  supreme 
importance.  There  has  been  an  increased  public  confidence,  so  that  not  only 
the  poor,  but  the  well  to  do  class,  seek  hospital  treatment.  There  have  been 
many  evidences  during  the  past  year  where  hospitals,  by  able  and  efficient 
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management,  have  justified  themselves  sufficiently  to  appeal  to  the  public 
for  special  contributions  for  carrying  to  successful  completion  schemes  for 
enlargement  and  improvement.  Although  there  are  a greater  number  of 
hospitals  in  Ontario  than  there  are  counties  there  are  still  several  counties 
where  there  is  no  hospital.  The  value  of  a hospital  to  every  section  is  fully 
appreciated  and  the  prospects  for  hospital  extension,  until  every  county 
will  pride  itself  on  possessing  such  an  institution,  are  gratifying.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  hope  that  before  long  every  physician  in  Ontario  will  be  able 
to  command  hospital  facilities  for  his  patients  within  easy  reach  of  their 
homes.  Some  of  the  most  thriving  hospitals  in  this  Province  are  in  the 
towns.  This  goes  to  show  that  the  success  of  a hospital  depends  not  so  much 
on  the  size  of  the  place  as  on  the  public  spirit  of  its  citizens  and  the  stand- 
ing of  the  local  physicians.  It  is  surely  not  visionary  to  predict  that  the 
time  will  come  when  a hospital  in  every  town  of  3,000  inhabitants  will  be 
regarded  as  a necessity  and  demanded  by  every  thriving,  progressive  com- 
munity. Where  modern  medical  and  surgical  methods  are  adopted  the  need 
of  a hospital  will  be  felt  and  the  ambition  of  the  medical  men  to  do  better 
work  will  be  recognized  and  the  needed  facilities  provided. 

New  Hospital  in  Toronto. 

The  prospects  are  now  favorable  for  the  erection  of  a new  hospital  in  the 
city  of  Toronto  that  will  supply  a need  which  has  long  been  recognized  and 
commented  upon.  The  hospital  development  has  not  kept  pace  with  the 
city’s  growth  in  population.  Many  of  the  smaller  cities  and  county  towns 
of  Ontario  to-day  afford  much  better  hospital  accommodation  than  can  be 
found  in  Toronto.  This  long  desired  solution  of  the  hospital  problem  seems, 
however,  about  to  be  reached.  The  provincial  and  municipal  grants  have 
been  generously  seconded  by  benefactions  that  are  pleasing  evidence  that 
the  lamentable  deficiency  in  hospital  accommodation  in  Toronto  is  recog- 
nized. The  erection  of  the  new  hospital  should  be  delayed  as  little  as  pos- 
sible and  at  the  same  time  care  should  be  taken  that  in  its  erection  only 
the  best  plans  for  construction  should  be  adopted.  The  present  is  an  age 
of  great  development  in  hospital  construction.  The  mistakes  of  the  past  are 
impressive  of  the  great  truth  4 The  only  value  of  a past  is  to  get  a better 
future  out  of  it.” 

The  Educational  Function  of  a Hospital. 

A great  hospital,  such  as  we  have  reason  to  expect  will  be  erected 
in  Toronto,  must  play  an  important  part  in  the  philanthropic  activities  of 
the  community ; the  relief  of  individual  suffering  and  the  cure  of  individual 
cases  must  not,  however,  be  considered  the  only  reasons  for  such  a hospital’s 
existence.  That  would  indeed  be  a narrow  view  to  take.  Great  as  its  service 
to  the  community  is  in  those  particulars  it  is  only  a small  part  of  the  service 
which  it  really  renders.  It  is  as  an  educational  institution,  an  institution 
through  which  alone  doctors  and  nurses  can  be  trained,  and  through  which 
alone  medical  science  can  be  advanced  that  a large  hospital  in  a great  uni- 
versity centre  and  under  enlightened  management  has  its  chief  claim  upon 
the  public.  Dr.  Osier  has  well  said  “the  whole  art  of  medicine  is  in  obser- 
vation, but  to  educate  the  eye  to  see,  the  ear  to  hear,  and  the  finger  to  feel, 
takes  time  and  to  start  a man  in  the  right  direction  is  all  that  we  can  do.” 
Dr.  John  S.  Billings  testifies  “Teaching  hospitals  are  those  where  the  patient 
is  best  observed,  best  cared  for,  and  receives  the  greatest  benefit.”  It  is 
only  by  providing  hospitals  where  the  art  of  healing  can  be  practically 
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taught  that  doctors  and  nurses  can  be  prepared  for  their  ministrations  of 
mercy,  whether  to  the  sick  who  can  afford  to  pay  in  money,  or  to  the  poor 
whose  only  recompense  is  thankfulness.  It  is  by  providing  our  provincial 
university  with  a great  hospital  where  medical  and  surgical  science  may 
be  clinically  taught  that  we  provide  for  the  people  medical  men  equipped 
with  the  knowledge  that  is  power  in  alleviating  human  ills.  At  one  time 
the  instruction  in  the  lecture  room  of  the  medical  school  was  followed  by 
perfunctory  and  haphazard  walks  through  a hospital  ward.  Scores  of  stu- 
dents sauntered  along  between  rows  of  beds  and  listened  at  an  almost  out- 
of-earshot  distance.  . A student  rarely  touched  a patient,  seldom  listened 
to  the  physical  signs  of  pulmonary  or  cardiac  disease,  and  never  really 
studied  a ward  case.  The  surgical  operations  in  the  amphitheatre  could 
only  be  vaguely  seen.  Thanks  to  the  impulse  given  by  the  dominating 
idea  of  scientific  investigation,  all  this  is  now  rapidly  changing.  Now 
in  small  groups,  or  individually,  students  are  permitted  to  work  out  some 
phase  of  a specified  disease.  The  student  sees  the  patient,  touches  the  patient, 
comes  in  close  personal  contact  with  the  disease  of  the  patient  and  begins 
to  get  a grip  on  its  meaning.  Then  when  each  student  has  familiarized 
himself  with  the  details  of  the  case  an  opportunity  is  afforded  for  discus- 
sion on  the  points  brought  out.  In  the  evolution  of  medical  instruction 
it  has  come  to  be  recognized  that  the  arena  of  teaching  must  be  transferred 
from  the  lecture  room  to  the  hospital  wards.  The  hospital  is  the  real  school 
of  the  medical  student.  The  future  will  surely  disclose  how  advantageous 
to  the  public  it  was  to  provide  facilities  for  hospital  instruction  for  those 
who  are  the  guardians  of  the  nation’s  health  in  the  years  to  come.  Dr. 
Osier  recently  said  “For  the  student  of  medicine  and  surgery  it  is  a safe 
rule  to  have  no  teaching  without  a patient  for  a text,  and  the  best  teaching 
is  that  taught  by  the  patient  himself.” 

In  such  a hospital,  as  we  are  now  anticipating  the  erection  of  in  Tor- 
onto, will  be  assembled  not  only  the  sick  and  the  mained,  who  will  not  merely 
be  healed  themselves,  but  by  whose  healing,  that  is  learned  which  will  heal 
others  in  generations  to  come;  the  physicians  and  the  nurses  who  are  there 
both  to  heal  and  to  learn ; the  laboratories  and  surgical  appliances  with  which 
they  are  to  put  their  learning  to  the  highest  use.  Such  a combination  in  a 
great  hospital  will  prevent  more  disease  in  generations  to  come  than  it  actu- 
ally cures  in  the  generation  with  which  it  is  immediately  and  personally 
dealing.  The  educational  function  of  such  a hospital  should  receive  the 
same  prominence  which  is  given  to  its  actual  relief  of  human  suffering. 
Then  again  the  well  equipped  hospital  not  only  relieves  human  suffering, 
educates  doctors  and  trains  nurses  but  sets  standards  for  the  countless  many 
who  for  the  first  time  perhaps  in  their  lives  have  the  chance  to  see  cleanli- 
ness, the  importance  of  details  and  the  beauty  of  a well  ordered,  self-con- 
tained life.  The  hospital  indeed  now  plays  such  an  important  part  in  the 
world’s  progress  that  the  erection  of  a well  equipped  modern  hospital  in  the 
capital  city  of  Ontario  is  cheering  evidence  of  the  fact  that  this  Province 
is  determined  to  share  in  this  great  forward  movement. 

Training  Schools  for  Nurses. 

There  are  now  forty-one  hospitals  in  Ontario  where  regular  training 
schools  for  nurses  are  in  successful  operation.  In  the  majority  of  those 
excellent  courses  are  given  both  by  practical  teaching  and  didactic  lectures. 
It  is  almost  invariably  the  rule,  that  those  hospitals  which  have  training 
schools  in  connection  therewith  are  found  to  be  conducted  in  the  best  man- 
ner and  have  their  records  in  the  most  accurate  form.  The  importance  of

cultivating  habits  of  careful,  accurate,  intelligent  observation  of  symptoms 
and  recording  of  the  same  is  in  most  hospitals  so  impressed  upon  the  nurse 
that  I am  pleased  to  note  the  improvement  in  the  hospital  records.  The 
forming  of  correct  habits  is  the  very  essence  of  a nurse’s  training.  Sloven- 
liness, lack  of  accuracy  and  lack  of  interest  from  a scientific  standpoint  are 
sure  to  show  in  the  manner  in  which  her  records  are  kept.  If  these  faults 
are  not  tolerated  in  one  part  of  her  work,  neither  should  they  be  in  another. 
If  the  nurse  is  directed  right  throughout  her  training  there  is  no  reason 
why  every  nurse  upon  graduation  should  not  be  able  to  keep  a clinical  record 
which  would  be  not  only  a credit  to  herself  and  her  hospital  but  of  value 
to  the  physician  and  an  aid  to  science.  There  is  no  reason  why  a nurse 
trained  in  our  Ontario  hospitals  should  not  on  graduating  be  well  equipped 
for  the  important  duties  that  lie  before  her.  Many  of  our  hospitals  have 
excellent  facilities  for  affording  nurses  in  training  the  instruction  required 
and  there  are  satisfactory  evidences  that  these  facilities  are  year  by  year 
being  improved.  In  this  connection  special  mention  must  be  made  of  the 
Nurses’  Home,  the  magnificent  gift  of  Mr.  John  Ross  Robertson,  now  in 
course  of  erection  in  connection  with  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Toronto. 
This  new  Home,  costing  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  will  not  only  pro- 
vide comfortable  quarters  for  the  staff  of  nurses,  but  will  have  in  connec- 
tion therewith  facilities  for  giving  practical  instruction  to  nurses  in  the 
subject  of  dietetics.  The  preparation  of  food  for  the  sick  is  second  in  import- 
ance to  no  other  subject  that  belongs  to  a nurse’s  training  and  it  is  pleas- 
ing evidence  of  progress  that  one  of  the  Toronto  hospitals  is  to  lead  all  others 
in  providing  in  connection  with  the  new  Nurses’  Home  such  facilities  for 
instruction  in  dietetics  as  will  not  be  surpassed  by  any  other  hospital  in 
America. 

Consumptives  in  Hospitals. 

In  some  instances  attention  has  been  called  to  the  lack  of  care  taken 
to  isolate  consumptive  patients  who  have  been  admitted  to  our  public  hos- 
pitals. It  may  seem  strange  that  in  these  days  when  the  nature  of  the  dis- 
ease is  so  well  understood  that  the  occasion  should  ever  arise  when  those 
in  charge  of  hospitals  have  to  be  criticized  for  improperly  allowing  tuber- 
cular cases  to  be  assigned  to  public  wards  along  with  other  patients.  Until 
local  sanitoria  are  established  it  is,  I am  aware,  difficult  to  deal  with  these 
cases.  If  it  becomes  necessary  to  admit  a consumptive  patient  to  a public 
hospital  provision  should  be  made  that  he  should  be  given  a bright,  well 
ventilated  room  and  isolated  from  other  cases. 

For  some  reason  or  other  local  municipalities  have  been  slow  to  take 
advantage  of  the  generous  provision  made  by  the  Act  of  1900  to  encourage 
the  establishment  in  Ontario  of  municipal  sanitoria  for  consumptives.  The 
prospects  are,  however,  that  before  long  some  municipalities  which  are  now 
considering  the  desirability  of  establishing  local  institutions  for  the  care  of 
tubercular  patients  will  take  action  in  that,  direction.  In  the  housing  of 
these  cases,  we  have  yet  much  to  learn.  The  idea  has  prevailed  that  in  estab- 
lishing local  sanitoria  it  would  be  necessarv  to  copy  the  usual  methods  of 
hospital  construction  and  the  question  of  expense  has  stood  in  the  way. 
Expensive  and  ornate  cpnstruction  should  not  be  thought  of  in  preparing 
plans  for  the  housing  of  consumptive  patients.  The  one  aim  should,  be  to 
provide  for  a maximum  amount  of  pure  air  at  a minimum  expense.  A 
frame  building  with  wide  verandahs  and  a few  tents  comfortably  fitted  up 
would  surely  be  an  investment  that  every  county  in  Ontario  could  profit- 
ably make.  In  some  parts  of  the  United  States  medical  men  in  their  county 
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societies  have  taken  the  matter  up  and  established  tent  colonies  and  demon- 
strated that  the  dread  disease  can  be  combatted  most  successfully  with  open 
air  treatment  and  abundant  nutritious  diet.  The  practice  in  former  years 
of  sending  consumptives  away  to  some  distant  part  is  nearly  altogether 
discarded  for  it  is  now  recognized  that  the  disease  can  be  treated  as  well  at 
home  as  abroad.  It  is  also  a well  established  fact  that  where  patients 
rec0Ver  they  must  afterwards  continue  to  live  under  substantially  the  same 
climatic  conditions  as  those  where  the  cure  is  effected.  The  many  instances 
where  consumptives  have  been  cured  in  Ontario  is  assuring  evidence  that 
should  justify  the  establishment  of  municipal  sanitoria,  especially  in  view 
of  the  beneficent  provision  made  by  the  Act,  which  not  only  offers  a generous 
contribution  to  the  establishment  of  municipal  sanitoria,  but  in  addition 
provide  a contribution  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  week  for  each 
patient’s  maintenance. 

Education  in  Regard  to  Consumption. 

During  my  inspection  of  the  Sanitorium  at  Gravenhurst  the  suggestion 
was  made  that  advantage  might  be  taken  of  the  facilities  there  afforded  for 
giving  clinical  instruction  in  regard  to  consumption.  I am  convinced  that 
many  medical  men  would  be  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  that 
might  be  there  afforded  for  uost-graduate  study,  not  only  of  the  physical 
signs  of  the  disease,  but  also  in  regard  to  methods  in  examination  of 
sputa.  A special  department  in  connection  with  the  Toronto  General  Hos- 
pital now  affords  excellent  clinical  instruction  in  tubercular  diseases.  The 
importance  of  early  diagnosis  is  most  essential  to  success  in  the  treatment 
of  consumption.  The  profession  admit  that  often  the  disease  is  not  diag- 
nosed until  it  is  well  advanced  and  no  doubt  many  a patient’s  life  is  sacri- 
ficed because  a diagnosis  is  not  made  early  enough  for  him  to  avail  himself 
of  the  advantages  of  treatment.  The  curability  of  tuberculosis  is  well  estab- 
lished. Scepticism  on  this  point  must  go  down  before  ocular  demonstration. 
It  must  be  understood  that  a cure  depends  upon  an  early  diagnosis.  Since 
it  is  a wasting  disease  it  is  self-evident  that  the  earlier  a diagnosis  is  made 
the  more  certainly  can  a cure  be  effected.  While  it  is  true  that  patients 
in  all  stages  of  the  disease  may  be  cured  it  is  equally  true  that  the  chances 
for  recovery  diminish  very  rapidly  as  the  disease  progresses.  Not  only 
is  it  important  for  physicians  to  have  every  opportunity  for  early  diagnosis 
but  the  patients  and  those  about  them  should  be  taught  more  fully  in  regard 
to  the  nature  of  the  disease.  There  is  the  greatest  need  for  more  general, 
diffuse  enlightenment  along  such  lines.  There  would  be,  if  people  were 
nroperly  educated  in  regard  to  consumption,  a more  rational  view  taken 
in  regard  to  the  disease  and  the  public  press  would  seldom  have  to  publish 
accounts  of  the  heartless  and  cruel  treatment  sometimes  accorded  to  the 
victims  of  the  disease  on  account  of  the  ignorant  prejudice  of  the  public. 
The  attention  of  the  department  was  called  during  the  year  to  a patient  in  a 
town  of  Ontario  who  was  sent  away  from  a hospital,  turned  away  from 
several  boarding-houses,  and  finally  had  been  sent  to  gaol  to  provide  a shel- 
ter. Perhaps  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  the  public  has  such  a dread 
of  the  poor  consumptive.  If  less  had  been  written  that  was  alarming  and 
greater  efforts  had  been  taken  to  enlighten  in  regard  to  the  true  nature  of 
the  disease  and  the  simple  methods  that  may  be  adopted  for  both  its  preven- 
tion and  its  cure,  greater  nrogress  would  probably  be  made  in  eradicating 
tuberculosis  from  this  Province.  People  must  be  taught  that  house  infection 
is  the  key  to  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis.  When  a child  contracts  the 
disease  it  is  nearly  always  from  an  infected  house.  The  question  of  healthy 
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dwellings  will  always  dominate  tlie  prevention  of  tuberculosis.  There  is  no 
sovereign  remedy  for  the  disease  outside  of  good  food,  fresh  air,  rest  and 
healthy  living.  Medicines,  tuberculin,  sera  and  such  like  are  aids,  but  noth- 
ing more.  They  have  their  place  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  but  are 
valuable  only  when  carefully  and  judiciously  used.  If  consumptives  were 
treated  with  more  kindness  and  fully  instructed  in  regard  to  the  nature  of 
their  disease  they  might  readily  aid  in  preventing  its  spread.  The  preju- 
dice which  exists  in  some  municipalities  against  having  sanitoria  established 
for  consumptives  should  not  prevail,  for  the  experience  in  Germany  where 
such  municipal  institutions  have  been  in  existence  for  years,  has  been  that 
instead  of  causing  the  disease  to  spread  the  education  that  has  been  imparted 
to  the  people  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  sanitoria  in  regard  to  the  prevent- 
ability  of  the  disease  has  caused  new  cases  of  consumption  to  be  of  rare 
occurrence. 

The  public  must  be  taught,  says  Knopf,  to  avoid  the  use  of  the  patent 
nostrums  so  extensively  advertised  for  to  the  use  of  such  agents  must  be 
largely  attributed  a great  share  in  the  undermining  of  the  constitution  of 
people  so  as  to  render  them  liable  to  attack  from  tubercular  diseases  and  less 
able  to  withstand  them.  The  solution  of  the  tuberculosis  problem  means 
the  solution  of  the  social  problem.  Whatever  prevents  the  development  of 
tuberculosis  will  prevent  social  misery.  Whatever  cures  it  will  help  to  cure 
social  ills.  In  so  much  as  we  diminish  tuberculosis  among  the  masses  we 
will  diminish  suffering,  misery  and  social  discontent,  and  when  the  pro- 
blem of  tuberculosis  will  have  been  solved  we  will  be  nearer  the  millenium 
than  we  have  ever  been  before. 

Hospital  Accounting. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  direct  attention  in  several  instances  to  the  lack 
of  proper  methods  in  some  hospitals  in  keeping  accounts.  Every  contributor 
to  the  funds  of  a hospital  has  a right  to  know  that  every  dollar  will  be  used 
to  do  the  most  possible  good.  In  view  of  the  annual  deficits  so  often  reported 
the  question  of  waste  is  one  of  the  most  urgent  and  important  problems  con- 
fronting hospital  Boards.  In  several  hospitals  where  me  practice  has  been 
introduced  of  keeping  a regular  stock  book,  carefully  balanced  at  the  end  of 
each  month  showing  articles  purchased  and  used  and  the  balance  on  hand, 
the  system  has  produced  excellent  results.  Every  one  connected  with  a hos- 
pital should  remember  that  the  resources  of  the  institution  are  a public  trust 
and  that  they  must  be  guarded  and  used  as  such.  The  generosity  of  the  public 
towards  hospitals  can  be  stimulated  in  no  better  manner  than  by  an  accurate 
system  of  accounting  that  will  show  that  every  dollar  is  made  to  do  its  full 
duty  in  the  actual  work  of  the  institution.  About  a million  dollars  is  now 
annually  expended  for  maintenance  of  hospitals  in  Ontario  and  the  greatest 
care  must  be  taken  to  have  such  accuracy  in  the  system  of  hospital  accounts 
that  it  can  always  be  shown  that  expenditures  are  wisely  and  prudently  made. 

Eire  Protection  of  Hospitals. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  call  special  attention  to  the 
lack  of  proper  provision  for  fire  protection  in  many  hospitals  and  other 
charitable  institutions.  Each  institution  was  notified  that  means  for  the 
prevention  of  fire  must  be  provided,  and  that  in  future  a stand  pipe  with  an 
outlet  on  each  flat  and  a sufficient  length  of  hose  attached  thereto  to  reach 
and  protect  the  entire  floor  surface  must  be  regarded  as  necessary  equipment. 
Hose  must  be  tested  at  least  every  three  months  and  all  members  of  the  staff 
should  be  trained  in  its  use.  Not  less  than  six  fire  pails,  kept  constantly 
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filled  with  water,  and  used  for  no  other  purpose,  must  be  provided  on  each 
fiat.  Bath  tubs  must  be  kept  filled  with  water  during  the  night  and  pails  be 
left  hanging  in  the  bath  room  ready  in  case  of  emergency.  Coal  oil  must 
not  be  used  for  lighting  purposes  unless  it  is  impossible  to  have  electric  light 
or  gas  in  the  institution.  All  swinging  gas  jets  in  closets,  clothes  rooms, 
employees’  rooms  and  rooms  used  by  inmates  must  be  provided  with  wire 
screens.  Painters’  supplies  and  inflammable  liquids  of  all  kinds  must  not 
be  stored  in  buildings  occupied  by  inmates.  All  attics  and  basements  must 
be  constantly  kept  free  from  rubbish  and  articles,  not  necessary  for  the  pro- 
per conduct  of  the  institution,  and  must  be  regularly  swept,  and  all  broken 
and  needless  articles  promptly  removed.  All  buildings  of  more  than  two 
storeys  must  have  fire  escapes  in  the  form  of  iron  stairways  on  the  outside 
with  suitable  doorways  leading  thereto,  so  that  patients  can  be  removed  in 
safety.  A regular  system  of  fire  drill  must  now  be  taught  so  that  nurses  and 
attendants  will  be  prepared  to  follow  out  fixed  rules  in  case  of  fire.  The 
report  of  each  inspection  will  in  future  bear  evidence  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  regulations  are  being  observed,  and  the  Government  grant  should  be 
withheld  from  all  institutions  where  proper  fire  protection  is  not  provided. 

Registration  of  Private  Hospitals. 

Ontario  has  hitherto  had  no  disreputable  institutions  posing  as  hospitals. 
Recently,  however,  attention  has  been  called  to  the  necessity  for  strict  in- 
spection of  some  private  hospitals  in  suburban  districts  which  advertise, 
especially  in  American  journals,  accommodation  for  women  awaiting  con- 
finement. If  these  institutions  are  to  be  permitted  to  exist  in  this  Province, 
it  will  be  better  to  enact  and  enforce  stricter  laws  in  regard  to  the  inspection 
of  all  such  places.  In  some  of  the  United  States,  where  such  hospitals 
have  obtained  a foothold,  crimes  have  been  committed;  and  recently,  when 
an  effort  was  made  to  suppress  these  institutions,  investigation  disclosed  the 
fact  that  there  are  many  such  places.  In  Ontario  it  is  necessary  for  a private 
asylum  to  become  registered,  and  probably  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  have 
each  private  hospital  registered  at  the  Department.  Certainly  there  should 
be  some  check  upon  the  conduct  of  institutions  which  are  of  necessity  main- 
tained in  strictest  privacy,  and  which  are  liable,  as  in  other  countries,  to 
become  public  nuisances.  So  long  as  men  and  women  commit  crimes  against 
the  laws  of  marital  relation,  just  so  long  will  there  be  a field  for  disreputable 
lying-in  and  abortion  resorts.  A certain  class  of  women  will  make  use  of 
them  in  their  times  of  trouble,  rather  than  go  to  a reputable  place.  Nearly 
all  the  public  hospitals  of  Ontario  and  several  properly  conducted  private 
institutions  have  maternity  departments,  so  it  would  be  advantageous  to  have 
a law  enacting  that  every  maternity  should  be  under  strict  inspection,  and 
that  every  birth  occurring  in  such  places  must  be  registered. 

Inspections  and  Reports. 

During  the  past  year  a system  of  inspection  reports  has  been  introduced 
that  permits  of  a more  complete  return  of  all  information  in  regard  to  the 
hospitals  being  made  to  the  Minister  in  charge  of  public  charities.  A copy 
of  the  report  that  is  made  to  the  Government  is  sent  directly  to  the  institu- 
tion, so  that  all  parties  interested  are  informed  in  regard  to  conditions  in 
which  the  various  departments  of  the  hospital  were  found  conducted.  These 
reports  deal  with  all  departments  of  hospitals  and  have  reference  specially  to 
the  condition  in  which  the  wards,  the  beds,  bedding,  ventilation,  heating, 
lighting  and  dietary  are  found.  These  reports  also  furnish  a record  of  the 
provision  made  for  fire  protection  in  each  hospital  and  are  a valuable  check 
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to  guard  against  overcrowding  of  patients  in  improperly  ventilated  wards. 
Hitherto  it  has  been  customary  to  have  each  hospital  forward  to  the  Depart- 
ment an  annual  report  showing  the  admissions,  discharges  and  deaths  of  all 
patients.  Commencing  with  July  1st  a system  of  monthly  reports,  giving 
the  above  information  from  each  hospital,  has  been  adopted.  So  that  now, 
instead  of  having  to  make  a full  report  at  the  end  of  the  year,  often  a labori- 
ous task  in  which  errors  were  sure  to  be  made,  a monthly  statement  is 
received  each  month  and  duly  recorded  in  the  Department.  The  system  of 
monthly  reports  is  also  proving  an  excellent  check  on  some  hospitals  who 
were  so  zealous  in  their  anxiety  to  share  in  the  Government  grant  that  the 
names  of  persons  wtho  could  not  be  regarded  as  bona  fide  patients  were 
returned  in  some  instances.  An  error  in  returns  can  by  the  present  system 
be  at  once  detected. 

Refuges  Receiving  Government  Aid. 

There  are  43  Refuges  and  Homes  in  Ontario  receiving  Government  aid. 
The  total  population  during  the  past  year  in  these  institutions  was  5,507. 
The  total  annual  expenditure  for  the  maintenance  of  these  Refuges  for  the 
past  year  was  $298,342.75.  Towards  this  expenditure  the  Government  con- 
tiibuted  $70,828.59  to  be  divided  among  the  institutions  at  the  rate  of  seven 
cents  per  day,  as  provided  for  by  the  Charity  Aid  Act,  according  to  the 
length  of  residence  of  inmates,  the  balance  of  the  expenditure  being  con- 
tributed by  subscriptions,  bequests,  municipal  grants,  etc.  These  Refuges 
have  all  been  regularly  inspected  according  to  statute  and  suggestions  made 
in  some  instances  for  their  improvement.  It  was  found  in  many  of  these 
institutions  that  there  was  altogether  too  much  crowding  of  patients  or 
inmates  together  in  dormitories  and  wards  where  there  was  an  insufficient 
amount  of  sunlight  and  air.  It  was  thought  well  to  issue  a formal  regula- 
tion and  point  out  that  in  future  it  will  be  necessary  in  all  dormitories  or 
wards  of  institutions,  receiving  aid  under  the  Charity  Aid  Act,  that  the  beds 
shall  be  separated  by  a passageway  of  not  less  than  two  feet  in  width,  and  so 
arranged  that  under  each  bed  air  shall  freely  circulate.  There  must  be  ade- 
quate ventilation  of  each  bed,  and  each  dormitory  or  ward  shall  be  furnished 
with  proper  means  of  ventilation.  In  each  dormitory  or  ward  six  hundred 
cubic  feet  of  air  space  shall  be  allowed  and  provided  for  each  bed  or  occupant, 
and  no  more  beds  or  occupants  shall  be  permitted  than  are  thus  provided  for. 
In  addition  to  providing  six  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  for  each  inmate,  pro- 
vision must  be  made  by  a system  of  ventilation  so  that  a complete  change  of 
air  every  hour  is  secured  in  each  department. 

If  in  future  the  Government  grant  will  be  paid,  as  in  the  past,  according 
to  the  number  of  days’  stay  of  inmates,  in  no  case  should  a greater  number 
be  paid  for  than  the  capacity  of  the  institution  warrants.  For  this  purpose 
a record  of  the  capacity  of  each  institution  will  be  kept  in  the  Department 
and  the  annual  returns  will  be  carefully  audited. 

The  Care  of  Feeble-Minded  Women. 

There  is  a class  of  females  found  in  many  of  our  Refuges  for  whose  cus- 
tody and  care  there  should  be  some  special  institution.  I refer  to  weak- 
minded  girls  of  the  child-bearing  age.  I have  found  during  the  past  year 
many  of  these  simple  creatures  in  the  Refuges  and  in  some  of  the  Infants’ 
Homes  nursing  their  offspring.  Many  of  these  young  mothers  were  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  in  most  instances  it  was  easily  to  be  seen  that  they 
belonged  to  the  imbecile  class.  They  could  not  be  certified  to  as  insane  and 
sent  to  our  asylums,  and  yet  they  are  not  able  to  protect  themselves.  Many 
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of  these  girls  have  had  several  illegitimate  children.  It  is  not  a difficult 
task  to  predict  the  future  of  such  children.  The  influence  of  heredity  is  so 
traceable  and  is  such  a fruitful  source  of  mental  diseases  that  these  children, 
illegitimately  born  of  imbecile  mothers,  are  more  than  likely  destined  to 
become  a public  charge  on  the  Province.  Either  the  prison  or  the  asylum 
will  have  to  afford  most  of  them  a future  home.  Imbecility  and  heredity  are 
the  most  prolific  of  the  known  causes  of  pauperism  and  crime.  There  are 
well-known  instances  in  Ontario  where  nearly  all  the  insanity  and  pauperism 
of  a community  were  traceable  to  one  family.  The  authenticated  records  of 
one  “Margaret”  bear  evidence  that  the  curse  of  feeble-mindedness  descends 
from  parent  to  child  as  no  other  defect  does.  She  was  left  adrift  seventy 
years  ago  just  as  many  of  these  poor  girls  in  this  Province  are  to-day,  and 
among  her  descendants  are  over  200  criminals,  and  through  six  generations 
900  of  her  posterity  were  added  to  the  human  family  and  most  of  them 
imbecile,  drunkards,  idiots,  lunatics,  prostitutes  and  paupers.  If  that 
young  woman,  “Margaret,”  had  seventy  years  ago  been  detained  in  an  in- 
dustrial home  for  feeble-minded  girls,  the  investment  would  have  been 
amply  justified,  for  who  can  compute  the  cost  of  this  single  case  during 
six  generations? 

The  moral  strength  of  every  individual  is  governed  by  the  mental  condi- 
tion, consequently  the  feeble-minded  woman  falls  easily  into  vice.  It  is  time 
for  a change  in  some  of  our  methods.  More  attention  should  be  given  to 
prevent  the  propagation  of  the  undesirable  species.  We  must  care  for  the 
feeble-minded  that  we  have  now  to  look  after,  and  these  must  not  be  per- 
mitted to  perpetuate  their  kind.  The  cost  of  protecting  feeble-minded  women 
is  normal.  The  cost  of  neglecting  them  is  appalling.  Provision  should  be 
made  for  establishing  in  Ontario  at  an  early  date  an  Industrial  Refuge  or 
Home  for  Feeble-minded  Women.  There  are  in  this  Province  to-day  nearly 
live  hundred  of  this  class.  Many  of  them,  on  account  of  there  being  no  other 
place  for  them,  have  been  sent  to  our  asylums.  An  institution  of  this  class 
should  be  located  convenient  to  some  large  city,  and  if  properly  organized, 
could,  after  the  first  year,  by  prudent  management,  be  made  nearly  self-sup- 
porting. This  assurance  is  made  after  careful  consideration  and  with  some 
knowledge  of  the  methods  which  are  now  being  pursued  in  some  of  the  Amer- 
ican States  to  cope  with  the  evil.  During  the  past  year  in  England,  where 
the  deplorable  results  of  neglect  in  the  past  with  regard  to  this  matter  are  now 
most  noticeable,  a Commission  was  appointed  to  take  this  question  into  full 
consideration,  and  after  visiting  other  countries  to  make  a report  with  recom- 
mendations. Ontario  can  hardly  afford  to  delay  any  longer.  An  institution 
for  the  custodial  care  of  the  feeble-minded  women  of  Ontario  would  not  only 
provide  a great  charity,  but  on  the  stage  of  prevention  it  would  play  a part 
the  value  of  which  cannot  be  easily  estimated.  To  care  for  these  poor  creatures 
who  are  too  simple  to  care  for  themselves  would  be  an  act  of  the  truest 
Christian  philanthrophy. 

County  Houses  of  Refuge. 

During  the  past  year  the  time  given  to  the  Counties  of  Ontario  to  erect 
Houses  of  Refuge  has  been  extended  to  January  1908.  Nearly  every  County 
has  now  taken  action,  and  in  those  Counties  which  have  not  already  erected 
Houses  of  Refuge  provision  has  been  made  for  complying  with  the  Act 
within  the  time  limit.  When  these  Refuges  are  found  in  every  County 
there  will  be  less  tendency  to  send  old  people,  whose  mental  weakness  is 
solely  due  to  old  age,  to  the  Asylums.  In  the  more  recently  erected  Refuges 
provision  has  been  made  by  having  isolated  wards  where  those  who 
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become  disturbed  mentally  m,ay  have  special  care  until  their  excitement 
abates.  It  would  be  probably  much  better  if  a uniform  system  of  manage- 
ment was  established  for  all  the  Houses  of  Refuge  in  Ontario  under  pro- 
vincial inspection.  The  Act  states  that  these  Houses  of  Refuge  shall  be 
subject  to  inspection  by  the  Inspector  of  Public  Charities  but  hitherto  each 
County  has  regulated  its  own  Refuge  in  regard  to  management,  dietary,  etc. 
If  these  Refuges  are  to  be  inspected  by  a Provincial  Officer  it  would  be 
necessary  to  amend  the  Act  so  that  the  authority  would  be  more  clearly 
defined  than  it  is  at  present.  In  several  instances  during  the  past  year, 
but  always  under  special  request,  a visit  of  inspection  has  been  made  to 
some  County  Refuges  and  each  of  such  visits  has  made  it  seem  desirable 
that  there  should  be  one  uniform  system  for  the  whole  Province  in  the 
management  of  these  Homes  which  will  very  soon  be  found  in  every  County 
in  Ontario. 

The  Undesirable  Immigrant  Class. 

There  is  marked  evidence  that  public  attention  should  be  called  to  the 
large  number  of  undesirable  and  unsuitable  immigrants  tnat  are  being 
induced  to  seek  a shelter  in  Ontario.  This  has  been  found  no  where  more 
noticeable  than  in  the  city  of  Toronto  where  more  than  half  of  the  indig- 
ent casuals  who  have  had  to  be  provided  for,  belong  to  the  immigrant  class. 
When  they  arrive  here  they  are  carefully  and  kindly  looked  after  and  pro- 
vided with  employment.  In  many  instances,  however,  they  prove  quite 
incapable  and,  when  winter  comes  on,  they  drift  into  cities  and  are  not  slow 
to  find  the  location  of  the  Charitable  Institutions.  The  whole  fault  for 
this  condition  must  be  placed  where  it  belongs,  namely,  in  the  system  that 
permits  and  encourages  immigration  without  a proper  discrimination.  The 
present  policy  of  Canadian  Emigration  Agents  in  Europe  would  seem  to 
be  to  secure  the  number  and  pay  no  heed  to  the  quality  of  persons  urged  to 
seek  a haven  in  this  country.  The  present  system  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment in  bonusing  agents  to  send  out  in  an  apparently  indiscriminate  man- 
ner a class  of  people  totally  unfit  to  provide  a livelihood  for  themselves  is 
deplorable.  During  the  past  year  it  has  cost  the  hospitals  and  Public  Char- 
ities of  Ontario  thousands  of  dollars  to  provide  for  these  people  who  are 
homeless  and  friendless  and  quite  incapable  of  earning  a living  in  this 
country.  More  precautions  are  needed.  “Quality  not  quantity55  should  be 
a rule  from  which  there  should  be  no  deviation.  Perhaps  more  than  ever 
before  Ontario  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  the  dumping  ground 
of  a most  undesirable  class.  Charity  may  suffer  long  and  be  kind,  but 
this  Province  cannot  afford  to  permit  the  bonused  and  designing 
agent  abroad  to  continue  as  he  has  been  doing  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
manner  in  which  some  of  our  Charities  have  been  imposed  upon  fully  jus- 
tifies this  protest. 

Orphanages. 

There  are  about  32  Orphanages  in  Ontario  receiving  Government  Aid. 
These  Institutions  during  the  year  had  total  population  of  4,604  children. 
The  total  expenditure  for  these  charities  during  the  year  has  been  $137,- 
173.20.  To  meet  this  expenditure  the  Government  grant  has,  at  the  rate 
of  two  cents  per  day,  amounted  to'  $16,421.00,  the  balance  being  contributed 
by  municipal  grants,  private  donations,  etc.  These  Orphanages  have  all 
been  regularly  inspected,  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  direct  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  there  was  too  great  a tendency  to  overcrowd  these  Insti- 
tutions. It  is  a pleasure  to  note  that  suggestions  for  improvements  have 
been  received  in  a kindly  spirit. 
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The  reports  show  that  there  are  four  thousand  six  hundred  children  in 
the  public  Orphanages  of  Ontario  but  the  inference  must  not  be  that  all 
these  are  destitute  children,  although  that  was  the  original  idea  for  which 
Orphan  Asylums  were  established.  Many  of  them  are  kept  in  these  Insti- 
tutions by  parents,  who  find  there  provided  a home  where  their  children  can 
be  cared  for  and  educated.  The  Children’s  Aid  Societies  of  Ontario  have 
more  applications  on  hand  from  persons  wishing  to  adopt  children  than 
can  be  filled.  The  excellent  opportunities  which  these  Societies  have  for 
securing  desirable  homes  for  the  adoption  of  children  suggests  the  propriety 
of  abolishing  Provincial  grants  to  Orphan  Asylums.  All  the  really  depen- 
dent children  by  a slight  enlargement  of  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  could 
easily  be  provided  for  in  suitable  family  homes.  Those  children  who  are 
kept  in  these  Institutions  by  their  parents  of  course  should  not  be  interfered 
with,  but  Government  grants  are  so  much  needed  for  other  charities  that 
it  might  seem  desirable  to  hand  over  all  dependent  children  to  the  organ- 
ization specially  provided  for  such  cases,  and  leave  the  Orphanages  to  care 
for  the  children  supported  by  their  parents,  the  same  as  is  done  in  the  case 
of  other  semi-public  boarding  schools. 

The  Government  now  makes  an  annual  grant  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
to  provide  for  a neglected  and  dependent  children’s  department  and  auxil- 
iaries. About  forty  Children’s  Aid  Societies  are  doing  excellent  work  through- 
out Ontario  in  looking  after  those  committed  to  their  care.  They  have  more 
applications  on  hand  from  suitable  homes  for  children  than  there  are  chil- 
dren available  in  the  Province.  It  seems  rather  strange  then  that  the  Gov- 
ernment should  continue  to  assist  in  keeping  up  these  Orphanages  and  at 
the  same  time  be  making  a large  annual  expenditure  for  Children’s  Aid 
Societies,  having  homes  in  view  but  no  children.  The  latter  might  do  the 
work  and  thus  permit  the  grant  paid  to  Orphanages  to  be  diverted  to  the 
further  protection  of  the  really  neglected  children  of  the  Province. 

Then  again,  no  matter  how  excellent  an  Orphanage  may  be  and  the 
majority  of  them  are  well  managed,  the  best  Institution  is  a poor  substitute 
for  the  home.  These  poor  children  would,  if  provided  with  suitable  homes, 
be  brought  up  in  a different  atmosphere  and  their  social  aspirations  would 
have  a tendency  to  make  them  better  citizens.  The  environment  in  child- 
hood has  a potent  influence  in  moulding  character.  The  little  ones  in  our 
Orphanages  certainly  lead  a shut-in  life.  Many  do  not  mingle  with  outside 
children  and  do  not  get  in  youth  that  broadening  development  that  comes 
from  intercourse  with  others.  I would  not  advocate  an  immediate  change 
such  as  I have  suggested,  but  I would  urge  for  the  sake  of  the  children  that 
in  future  whenever  a dependent  child  is  admitted  to  an  Orphanage  the  Pro- 
vincial Superintendent  of  Neglected  Children  should  be  notified  in  order 
that  a suitable  home  might  be  provided  and  these  Orphanages  left  entirely 
as  homes  for  children  whose  parent  or  parents  desired  to  have  them  cared 
for  and  educated  therein.  During  the  past  year  over  two  thousand  children 
have  been  brought  out  from  the  Orphanages  of  Great  Britain  and  provided 
with  good  homes  in  Ontario.  This  is  in  itself  an  indication  of  the  splendid 
possibilities  of  home  finding  as  the  majority  of  persons  taking  English  chil- 
dren express  a decided  preference  to  have  Canadian  born  childTen  sent  to 
them.  To  bring  out  English  children  when  hundreds  in  our  own  Orphan- 
ages might  with  such  advantage  be  provided  with  those  homes  does  not 
appear  to  be  sound  public  policy  and  the  subject  is  one  worthy  of  careful 
consideration.
